A scene of people digging ditches appeared on the screen, Watohing the people silently 
scooping dirt--they are organized into units consisting of either men or women who live a 
communal life within their own units--one could detect not a trace of life on their faces, 
much less a smile, despite the fact that this was a model scene staged by the Kampuchean 
authorities for the purpose of filming. 


The most heart-rending Scene, though boasted about by the Kampuchean authorities, shows 
children wnder 10 years of age hauling in a fishing net.

ir stark contrast to that just described--the reception organized by Kampuchean leaders 
Pol Pot and lene Sary in which the two were seen, very fat, sitting on Chinese brocade- 
covered easy chairs and smiling pleasantly. They are the only persons in the film who are 
fat and who can smile pleasantly.
